down the centre, or along each side of 
them, It has been done In Salgon 
and at Shanghai and could ‘and, In view 
of the extreme heat in-summer, should be 
done here. It is a great pity that no trees 
have yet been planted on the reclaimed 
ground at the back of the City Hall. 
The heat will be excessive on that exposed 
area in the summer, whereas a few trees 
planted judiciously would have afforded 
shade and at the same time greatly 
Improved the appearance of: the ‘ap- 
proaches to the palatial club-house on 
the new ‘Bund.
